W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 5.—The state de­ 
partment has been notified by Ambassa­ 
dor W hite, at Berlin, of tho modification

sian minister of finance, Dr. Miquel, 
prohibiting theimi>ortafcionof American 
fruit. 
According to the ambassador’n 
•ublegram the decree docs not apply to 
dried fruits, while fresh fruits will be 
admitted to entry if an examination 
■flows its condition to be satisfac tory. 
If this modification has bi on made in 
tho decree, it would appear that the 
prompt representations made by tho 
united State's have received an equally 
prompt consideration on the other side.

Mr. Keffer arrived at 7 o’clock, and, 
while he waited for someone to appear 
Sanitary Officer Burgess told of a trip 
he took ap Cadmus street a short time 
ago when he found four turkeys, seven 
docks, six chickens and a dog all lying 
deadon the hillside. The owner of the 
fowls was compelled to bury them. 
At 8 o’clock Mr. KanfTrnan and Clerk 
Bnrsner arrived, and the clerk at once 
proceeded to make oat the bills of the 
health officer and sanitary policeman, 
but when he handed them to Mr. Kauff- 
man to sign he refused to do so, saying 
that he did not know whether it was 
legal and woald sign no more bills nntil 
he had the advice of the solicitor. 
The members then went home, and 
in about IO minutes Doctor Andrews ar­ 
rived, bot it was too late to secure a 
quorum. 
The report of the health officer for the 
month is as follows: 
Births—Males, 21 ; females, 17. Deaths 
— Males. IO; females, 5. Cause of death 
—Old age and heart disease, 8; typhoid 
fever, 2 ; pneumonia, 2. 
Dead animals 
disposed of. 8. Daring the month one 
case of diphtheria and 12 cases of typhoid 
fever were reported. 
The sanitary officer reported having 
disposed of four dogs and six other ani­ 
mals.

w as iii hopes that, the next time I shonld 
write I would be able to tell yon I had 
struck something, but I am not sure 
that what I have found will pan out 
very much. I had fairly good surface 
prospects, and it may turn out good 
ground; that can only be told when I 
reach bedrock, which is from 20 to 26 
fee t down. I bad to leave the bole to 
help bring Fred Johnson aud his party 
back, as they all had their feet badly 
frozen. 
Fred will most likely lose the 
toes on his right foot. 
The day he had 
his toes frozen it was 54 degrees below’, 
aud it has been 56 degrees below. I had 
my nose bitten, and for a week I was 
a pretty sight, but it is all right now. 
I tell you it is funny living in a tent by 
yourself when the cold is as bad as that. 
I did it for two weeks and got along all 
right, but some of those out had a pret­ 
ty hard time of it. Frozen faces, hands 
and feet were the order of the day. 
Now% do not put me down for a liar 
when I tell you of some of the funny 
tricks the cold plays on you 
started, I took 12 louves of bread with 
me, aud at the first camp I made I 
found them frozen. I put a loaf in a 
pan aud put some water on it to thaw 
it out, but it would born before it 
would thuw. 
A knife would do no 
good, for it was as bard as a brick. So 
I bad to cut my bread with a saw, just 
as I would a piece of wood. With the 
fish we catch I do the same way—rip 
them down the middle with a saw and 
take a hatchet and chip off the scales. 
Now here is one yon will not believe, 
but it is true: I took a bucket of water 
off my stove and put it right down be­ 
side the red hot stove. The side next 
the stove kept warm, but the other side I 
froze solid. Such is life in the arctic. 
I will tell you just how we prospect 
at this time of the year. 
Everything 
has to be hauled by sled, and one has to 
take grub enough to last at least a 
month. 
In fact that is about all one 
j man can take. We have w hat are known 
as Yukon sleds. They are 7 feet long 
and 18 inches wide, the runners an inch 
and a half broad. On a sled wo put a 
I tent stove that is 8 feet long aud about 
16 inches wide and as tall. The pipes 
fit one inside another and go in the fire­ 
box. Thefi go the blankets, sack of flour 
(60 pounds^ aud beans, about IO pounds; 
bacon, IO pounds; fruit, rice, oatmeal, 
etc; pick, shovel, ax, saw, auger, gold 
pan and what extra clothes one cares to 
take. 
In all, when the sled is loaded, 
there are between 450 and 500 pounds, 
which one has to drag over fallen tim ­ 
ber, rough ground aud deep snow, and 
at times take the whole load off and 
pack it aud tho sled up a steep hill. 
Quo cannot make more than five to seven 
miles in a day, and that only if one 
keeps going all the time. 
When it is 
possible, we always take the river or 
lakes. 
Then it is easy pulling, and 
I where there is no snow on the ice the 
sled almost runs by itself. 
When we come to a place that we 
think we would like to prospect, we 
pitch the tent and build a big fire over 
the place we intend to dig to thaw the 
ground, which is frozen solid in this 
part of the country for about six feet. I 
Sometimes we keep the fire going all 
night, aud in the morning commence to 
dig. 
If there is any “ wash,’’ which 
means gravel that has 
the action of watt 
good sign, aud we usually pau the dirt 
right below it. We may fiud a “ color, ’’ 
but that is not often the case. When it 
is, one cannot work fast enough to get 
to bedrock aud see what is there, 
lf 
we fiud black sand, which usually is 
found whore gold is, it is taken as a 
fairly good sign. When I speak of “ col­ 
ors,” I mean fine pieces of gold, perhaps 
fine you have to use a glass to see

That is what 
the people would eliminate.

General Diaz, the distinguished presi 
dent of Mexico, is coming to the United 
States. 
Why not invite him to visit 
East Ll verpool ?

Columbus, Feb. 4 —Ripper bills are 
not as prominent in the legislature as 
heretofore, but several measures for 
municipal reorganizations have been 
introduced. 
The most important of 
these come from Hamilton county, 
where the Democrats propose to legislate 
every Republican in Cincinnati out of 
office. Already the house has passed 
two bills abolishing the water works 
board and the board of administration, 
hut the factions in that city are fighting 
over the division of the spoils, and this 
will tend to tone down tho bills before 
they are made into law. 
A bill providing a new charter for the 
city of Hamilton has also been intro­ 
duced, and Representative Bartlow, who 
Ii its father, insists that his home gov­ 
ernment needs a house craning, aud he 
proposes to give it. 
The only other ripper'of consequence 
comes from Representative Niles, who 
proposes to reorganize the board of educa­ 
tion in Toledo. Up there the school hoard 
ins been a scandal for many years, and 
the people are crying for relief. 
Legislation of this character always 
arouses fierce opposition from the parties 
affected, and these bills will be a dis­ 
turbing element for some time. 
Bills that have a hidden meaning are 
always a source of trouble in legisla­ 
tures and already several of these have 
been unearthed. Such bills generally 
purport to be for some worthy object, 
but under it all they intend to give ben­ 
efits to some person or persons, who, at 
first glance, do not appear. One of 
these was an innocent little bill by Mr. 
Davis, which provided for the enforce­ 
ment of orders by workshop inspec­ 
tors. This was only a slight amend­ 
ment to an existing statute, but it 
also increased the salaries of the ll 
district 
inspectors 
from 
$1,000 
to 
$1,200. 
This change was so hidden 
that it did not appear as new matter in 
either the original or the printed bill 
and there was no way to discover it un­ 
less by a person familiar with the pres­ 
ent law. 
At the last moment some 
watchful member 
unearthed it, and 
when the bill passed the house the salary 
of inspectors was unchanged. 
The bill to create the office of state 
architect seems like a small matter, hut 
in fact it proposes to create a new state 
department that would employ at least 
IOO persons. 
The hill to require the examination 
and licensing of stationary engineers 
also carries an important provision that 
has not been touched upon in any of 
the discussions, notwithstanding the 
warm debate that occurred in the house 
the other day. 
If this hill should be­ 
come a law, uo person who is not an 
American citizen, or who has declared 
his intention to become such, could tie 
employed as an engineer in the state of 
Ohio under any circumstances. 
Then there is Mr. Bromley’s bill to 
abolish spring elections.

THE FISH’S COLOR. 


Able, In a M arvelous D egree to A dapt 
Itself to Its Surroundings. 
It is a familiar fact that fishes eau 
change their colors at will. Many fishes 
make remarkable changes. Free swim­ 
ming fishes most commonly preserve 
their normal colors, though these fishes 
can change. The fishes that change most 
are tho bottom feeders. For their own 
protection from other fishes that would 
prey upon them and the better to enable 
them themselves to capture food these 
chango their colors to match the bottom 
they are on so as to make themselves 
invisible. They do this often to a degree 
that st ems extraordinary. 
iii one of the smaller saltwater tanks 
ut the New York aquarium there are a 
number of small flatfish. This bottom of 
the tank is covered with coarse gravel 
The gn at bulk of the gravel is com­ 
posed of pebbles of a brownish white, a 
sort of pale iron rust color. Scattered 
in this are pebbles cf a deeper tinge, 
with now and then one of a brownish 
gray or brown black. 
The flatfish lying on the gravel at the 
bottom of this tank imitate its colors in 
their own backs in a manner that is 
marvelous. They are of a mottled brown, 
like the colors of the gravel, and the 
smallest of the flatfish is the most 
wonderful. 
They are all thin aud lie 
close to the bottom. The edge of the lit­ 
tle one blends with it, and its hack is a 
wonderful mosaic of#browns so like the 
gravel of the surrounding bottom that 
it appears to be a part of it. Even in 
this clear water at a little distance the 
fish is scarcely distinguishable.—New 
York Sun.

How the Plant* A re Conntrncted and Op­ 
erated In P hiladelphia. 
Artificial cold or ice may be most 
readily produced by the evaporation of 
a more or less volatile liquid. 
In the 
first machines constructed this liquid 
was water. One-tenth of the amount of 
water used was converted into ice, but 
as it was necessary to maintain a vac­ 
uum iii the apparatus its perfect work­ 
ing was a difficult problem. 
A more 
readily volatile liquid, therefore, had 
to be substituted, such as liquefied sui-1 
phuroti* acid aud liquefied ammonia. ' 
Being gaseous at ordinary temperatures, 
they are very suitable substances for 
this purpose. The ammonia ice machine 
is the one in most general use— in fact, 
it finds exclusive application in this 
city. This liquefied ammonia is allowed 
to expand in coils of pipes w hich are 
placed in tanks filled with brine. 
The 
temperature of the brine is thus reduced 
to a point below the freezing point of 
water— that is, to 14-18 degrees F. 
In this refrigerated brine are placed 
galvanized iron tanks having the shape 
of the large cakes of ice which one is 
accustom**! to see in the wagons that 
pass through oar city streets. 
After a 
period of 48-50 hours this can of water 
is converted into solid ice. 
The can is i 
hoisted out of tho briue, warmed with 
hot water, which allows the cake to 
slip out upon a shoot that runs into the 
storage rooms. 
The gaseous ammonia 
in the pipes can be used over and over 
again, a large compression engine being 
a part of the plant, which reduces the 
expense of the process. 
From this de­ 
scription it should be plain that there 
can be no taint of ammonia to give a 
taste to the ice. 
The plants usually employ distilled 
or artesian water, so that the ice is of 
the best quality. 
Whatever im purities 
the water contains are collected in the 
w hite streak found in the center of each 
cake. 
The pure water separates from 
the impure aud freezes first. 
Even ten 
years ago the demand for ice was sup­ 
plied from natural sources, the har­ 
vests from our own Pennsylvania riv­ 
ers, which were stored every winter in 
great houses on the shores of the streams, 
being 
supplemented 
by 
shipments 
throughout the summer from Maine,

did not take into account perhaps his 
defeat by women and through a woman 
in the Eaton affair. 
The dissolution of 
his cabinet was itself an acknowledg­ 
ment of defeat. 
He was determined to 
have harmony even if lie fought fur it, 
and harmony could only result from dis 
solution. 
Wrote Mr. Clay after the Jacksonian 
deliverance: “ W ho could have imagined 
such a cleansing of the Augean stables 
at W ashington— a change almost total 
of the cabinet? Did you ever read such 
a letter as Mr. Van Buren ’n? It is 
broad confession of the incompetency of 
the president’s chosen advisers, no mat 
ter from what cause, to carry on the 
business of the government. ” 
But Mr. W ebster's vision, unclouded 
by prejudice, perceived more clearly, 
for iii a letter to Clay, urging him to 
return to the senate, he says: “ We are 
to have an interesting and arduous ses­ 
sion. Everything is to be attacked. 
An 
array is preparing much more form i­ 
dable than bas yet assaulted what we 
think the leading and important public 
interests. 
Not only the tariff, bot the 
constitution itself, in its elementary and 
fundamental provisions, w ill be assailed 
w ith talent, vigor and union. 
Every­ 
thing is to bo d« bated as if nothing had 
ever been settled .” 
The president was defeated also in 
many minor particulars, as, for instance, 
in getting Mr Van Boren, now out of 
a job, appointed minister to England, 
but be had bis revenge in laying the 
pipes for his succession to the presidency 
after he him self should retire. Although 
Calhoun predicted after the senate’s ac­ 
tion with reference to this rejection: 
“ It w ill kill bim — kill him dead. 
He 
will never kir k, sir, never kick, ” yet 
he proved a “ pretty lively corpse,” for 
that action gave him a new lease of life 
and enlisted President Jackson’s sym ­ 
pathies to the extent of m akiug him bis 
sure successor.

Some friends having i 
jocularly advised her to see tho pres!- I 
dent. sho weut to him with her tale of 
woe, 
He received her kindly, listened I 
patiently aud said, “ Co ho two and g* t i 
that young man to give you a note ami I 
then briug that nota to m e.” 
Til** debtor w is very w illing to give 
her the note. ha* mg no intention w hat­ 
ever of paying it. aud she blok it to tho 
president 
'I he pr» indent took up Ii in 
fatuous steel p* ti aud scrawled across 
the back of the n«>re, “ Indorsed by \n- 
drtvr Jackson.** “ Now take that to the 
bank and get your money, If the young 
rascal refuses to pay it, why, we ll 
see.”

He remembered th** tim es and the tin 
ditions of paper money, wheu the conn 
try was flooded w ith irredeemable cur­ 
rency, and his aversion to banks of all 
kinds was 
instinctive, 
ineradicable. 
But from whatever motive urn! fn>® 
whatever tim e dated this opposition the 
then existing United States hank was 
to feel the w eight of it. 
In 1829 this 
bank had a capital of $25,000,000, gov­ 
ernmental deposits aggregat ing $6,000,- 
000 or $7,000,000, a circulation of $12,* 
000,000, w ith assumed annual profits 
of $2,000, 000, and with branches in all 
tho important cities of tile Union. N ei­ 
ther people nor government had just 
cause for com plaint against the bank, 
and the senatorial com m ittee subse­ 
quently appointed to investigate report­ 
ed that it was honest and fair in its 
dealings. 
But Jackson had his own opinions as 
to banks— that is, he could destroy, if 
ho could not create, a great fiscal insti­ 
tution. 
War was declared almost from 
tho first, the notorious Isaac Hill hav­ 
ing “ blazed tho w ay” by accusations of 
partisanship against tho bank. 
He it 
W as, as Mr. Barton says, “ who dropped 
the spark that lighted the match thai 
fixed the train that exploded tho m ag­ 
azine thut blow up the bank in which 
Mr. Nicholas Biddle had a considerable 
interest. 
His lead would have been 
cheap at $1,000,000 to Mr. 
Biddl 
though not worth so much to its owner 
Tho trouble bogau when H ill attempted 
to have all pension moneys removed 
from tho branch bank ut Portsmouth 
N. IL, to a sm all hank in Concord of 
which Isaac was president 
This was 
resisted by Mr. Biddle, and then was 
set in motion the train of hostile intlu 
onces that finally resulted in its down 
fall. 
Tho question of its recharter should 
uot have been brought forward until 
1826, but was precipitated by the pres­ 
ident iii his message to congress iii Dc 
cern ber, 
1829. 
This the first note of 
w ar w as sounded iii an innocent sugges­ 
tion. “ W hether a national bauk, found­ 
ed upon the credit of the government 
and its revenues, might not be devised 
which woald avoid all constitutional 
difficulties aud at the same time secure 
all the advantages to the government 
and the country that were ex j looted to 
result from the present bauk.” 
in other words, to replace an institu­ 
tion mort «baa siu-jM-eto d of Federalist 
leanings and influence with one nit re 
in accord w ith the present adm inistra­ 
tion— that was the “ cat iii the meal 
sat k, ’ so deftly concealed that at first 
th** sapient legislators did not perceive 
it. 
N otw ithstanding presidential oppo­ 
sition, perhaps because of it, the bill 
for recharter, v. ben it came up in 1822, 
filially pass* d th** « nato by a vote of 28 
to 20 ami the bouse by JOI) to 76, but 
wa.- vetoed by tin* R esident and Irre­ 
trievably lost. 
Un* mu* - Jiou of tin* advisability of 
suppressing th** bank do***- not come 
w ithin the scope of this pap* r, but as 
to tho motive for its suppression aud 
the contributory acts of tho president 
toward its destruction thoro is no doubt 
whatever.

Ernest Ingeraoll w rites a paper on tho 
Greater Now York, entitled “ Reasoning 
Out a Metropolis, ” for St. Nicholas. 
Mr. Itigor.*- JI says: 
The people of Now York. Brooklyn, 
i>tat* i island and certain nearby north­ 
ern towns r* a* *lved to join them so Ives 
tog* i tov into one city, which is now the 
Greater New York. 
It embraces 841 
square m iles of territory and includes a 
population of nearly 3,100,OOO. 
B oldos these ut lutist another m illion 
dw ell un the New Jersey lid* of tho 
Hudson river. quite as near and as 
closely identified w ith tho great city on 
Manhattan Island as aro those of tho 
northern and eastern 
suburbs. 
This 
makes a population of nearly 4,500,000 
w hich may be said to belong to N ew 
York, m aking it not only by far the 
largest center of human Ufo and inter 
o t s in America, but, excepting only 
London, tho most populous spot on th** 
globe. 
How has it happened that this vast 
• city has grown 
up where it stands? 
Why did not the American metropolis 
arise somewhere else? Is its position all 
un accident, or does history show sound 
reasons for its situation?

At 8 o'clock Mr. Kauffman and Clerk 
B onner arrived, and the clerk at once 
proceeded to make out the bills of the 
health officer and sanitary policeman, 
hut when he handed them to Mr. Kauff­ 
man to sign he refused to do so, saying 
that he did not know whether it was 
legal and would sign no more bills until 
he had the advioe of the solicitor. 
The members then went home, and 
in about IO minutes Doctor Andrews ar­ 
rived. but it was too late to secure a 
quorum. 
The report of the health officer for the 
month is as follows: 
Births—Males, 21; females, 17. Deaths 
—Males. IO; females, 5. Cause of death 
—Old age and heart disease, 8 ; typhoid 
fever, 2 ; pneumonia, 2. 
Dead animals 
disposed of. 8. 
Daring the month one 
case ot diphtheria and 12 cases of typhoid 
fever were reported. 
The sanitary officer reported having 
disposed of four dogs and six other ani­ 
mals.

Raftering* of th* M lneis—-Tricks Played 
by th* Intense C o ld - How th* Pros­ 
pector* W o rk - C oiled on to A a a* Jus­ 


tle* In rn Miner*' quarrel. 


Th* following private 
letter from 
Lake Marsh, N. W. T., dated Dec. 19, 
1807, recently received iii New York 
from a young man who bas gone to the 
Klondike region in search of a fortune 
gives a very graphic picture of the sort 
of life these fortune seekers lead: 
Since w riting you last I have been 
off on a trip or at least was in the m id­ 
dle of it th en , only home for a few 
days to see those men from Dawson. 
I 
was in hopes that the next time I should 
write I would to able to toll you I bad 
struck something, but I am not sure 
that what I have found will pan out 
very much. 
I had fairly good surface 
prospects, and it may turn out good 
ground; that can only be told when I 
reach bedrock, which is from 20 to 25 
fei t down. 
I had to leave the bole to 
help bring Fred Johnson and his party 
back, as they all had their feet badly 
frozen. 
Fred will most likely lose the 
toes on his right foot. 
The day be had 
i hi* toes frozen it was 54 degrees below, 
I aud it has been oft degrees below. I had 
my nose bitten, and for a week I was 
( a pretty sight, but it is all right now. 
I tell you it is funny living in a tent by 
yourself when the cold is as bad as that. 
I did it for two weeks aud got along all 
right, but some of those out had a pret­ 
ty hard time of it. Frozen faces, hands | 
and feet were the order of the day. 
Now, do not put me down for a liar 
when I tell you of some of the funny 
tricks the cold plays on yon. 
When I 
started, I took 12 loaves of bread with 
me, aud at the first camp I made I 
found them frozen. 
I put a loaf in a 
pan and put some water on It to thaw 
it out, but it would burn before it 
would thaw. 
A knife would do no 
good, for it was as hard aa a brick. 
So 
I had to cut my bread with a saw, just 
as I would a piece of wood. 
With the 
fish we catch I do tho same way—rip 
them down the middle with a saw and 
take a hatchet and chip off the scales. 
Now here is cue you will not believe, 
but it is true: I took a bucket of water 
off my stove aud put it right down be­ 
side the red hot stove. The side next 
the stove kept warm, but the other side 
froze solid. Such is life in the arctic. 
I will tell you just how we prospect 
at this time of the year. 
Everything 
has to be hauled by sled, and one bas to 
take grub enough to lout at least a 
mouth. 
In fact that is about all one 
man can take. We have what are known 
as Yukon sleds. They are 7 feet long 
aud 18 inches wide, the runners an inch 
and a half broad. On a sled we put a 
ti nt stove that is 3 feet loug aud about 
16 inches wide and as tall. The pipes 
fit one inside another and go in the fire­ 
box. Theft go the blankets, sack of flour 
(50 pounds) aud beaus, about IO pouud*; 
bacon, IO pounds; fruit, rice, oatmeal, 
etc; pick, shovel, ax, saw, auger, gold 
{mu and what extra clothes one cares to 
take. 
In all, when the sled is loaded, 
| there are between 450 and 600 pounds, 
which one has to drag over fallen tim ­ 
ber, rough ground aud deep suow, and 
at times take the whole load off and 
pack it aud the sled up a steep b ill 
One cannot make more than five to seven 
miles in a day, aud that only if one 
keeps going all the time. 
When it is 
possible, we always take the river or 
lake*. 
Then it is easy pulling, and 
where there is no snow on the me the 
sled almost runs by itself. 
When we come to a place that wa 
think we would like to prospect, we 
pitch the tent aud build a big fire over 
the place we intend to dig to thaw the 
ground, which is frozen solid in th is 
part of the country for about six feet. I 
Sometimes we keep the fire goiug ail 
night, aud iu the morning commence to 
dig. 
lf there is any “ wash.” which 
means gravel that bas been washed by 
the ar til ai of water, it is taken as a 
good sign, anil we usually pun the dirt 
right Indow it. We limy find a “ color,” 
but that in not often the case. When it

OoLUMBrg, Feb. 4 —Ripper bills are 
not as prominent in the legislature as 
heretofore, but several measures for 
municipal reorganizations have been 
introduced. 
The most important of 
these come from Hamilton county, 
where the Democrats propose to legislate 
every Republican in Cincinnati out of 
office. Already the house has passed 
two hills abolishing the water works 
hoard and the hoard of administration, 
bot the factions in that city are fighting 
over the division of the spoils, and this 
will tend to tone down the bills before 
they are made into law. 
A bill providing a new charter for the 
city of Hamilton has also been intro­ 
duced. and Representative Bartlow. who 
ii its father, insists that his home gov­ 
ernment needs a house cteaniug, and he 
proposes to give it. 
The only other ripper'of consequence 
comes from Representative Niles, who 
proposes to reorganize the hoard of educt­ 
ion in Toledo. Up there the school hoard 
ins been a scandal for many years, and 
the people are crying for relief. 
Legislation of this character always 
arouses fierce opposition from the parties 
affected, and these hills will be a dis- j 
turhing element for some time. 
Bills that have a hidden meaning are 
always a source of trouble in legisla­ 
tures and already several of these have 
been unearthed. 8uch bills generally 
purport to be for some worthy object, 
bot under it all they intend to give ben­ 
efits to some person or persons, who, at 
first glance, do not appear. One of 
these was an innocent little hill by Mr. 
Davis, which provided for the enforce­ 
ment of orders by workshop inspec­ 
tors. This was only a slight amend­ 
ment to an existing statute, hot it 
also increased the salaries of the ll 
district 
inspectors 
from 
$1,000 
to 
$1,200. 
This change was so hidden 
that it did not appear as new matter in 
either the original or the printed bill 
and there was no way to discover it un­ 
less by a person familiar with the pres­ 
ent law. 
At the last moment some 
watchful member 
unearthed it, and 
when the bill passed the house the salary 
of inspectors was unchanged. 
The bill to create the office of state 
architect seems like a small matter, hut 
iu fact it proposes to create a new state 
department that would employ at least 
IOO persons. 
The bill to require the examination 
aud licensing of stationary engineers 
also carries an important provision that 
has not been touched upon in any of 
the discussions, notwithstanding the 
warm debate that occurred in the house 
the other day. 
If this bill should be­ 
come a law, no person who is not an 
American citizen, or who bas declared 
his inteutiou to become such, could be 
employed as an engineer in the state of 
Ohio under any circumstance*. 
Then there ia Mr. Bromley’* bill to 
abolish spring elections.

It is a familiar fact that fishes can 
change their colors at will. Many fishes 
make remarkable changes.

ming fishes most commonly preserve 
thoir normal colors, though these fishes 
eau chunga. The fishes that change most 
are the bottom feeders. 
For their owu 
protection from other fishes that would 
prey upon them aud the better to citable 
th* rn themselves to capture food these 
change their colors to match the bottom 
they are on so us to make themselves 
invisible. They do this often to a degree 
tbut seems extraordinary 
Iii one of the smaller suit witter tanks 
ut the New York aquarium there are a 
number of small flatfish Th* bottom of 
the tank is covered with coarse gravel 
The grout bulk of the gravel is com- 
(toned of pebbles of a brownish white, a 
sort of pale iron rust color. 
Scattered 
in this are pebbles cf a deeper tinge, 
with now and then one of a brownish 
gray or brown black. 
The flatfish lying on the gravel at the 
bottom of this tank im itate its colors in 
their own backs in a manner that is 
marvelous. They are of a mottled browu, 
like the colors of the gravel, aud the 
smallest of the flatfish is the most 
wonderful 
They are all thin aud lie 
close to the bottom. The edge of the lit­ 
tle cue blends with it, and its back is a 
wonderful mosaic ot^browns so like the 
gravel of the surrounding bottom that 
it appears to be a part of it. 
Even in 
this clear water at a little distance the 
fish is scarcely distinguishable.—New 
York Buu.

MAKING ARTIFICIAL ICE. 


How tho Plant* A rr Constructed and Op­ 
erated la P hiladelphia. 
Artificial cold or ice may be most 
readily produced by the evaporation of 
a more or less volatile liquid. 
In the 
first m achines constructed this liquid 
was water. One-tenth of the am ount of 
water used was converted into ice, bot 
as it was necessary to m aintain a vac­ 
uum in the apparatus its perfect work­ 
ing was a difficult problem. 
A more 
readily volatile liquid, therefore, had 
to be substituted, such as liquefied sul­ 
phurous acid aud liquefied ammonia. 
Being gaseous at ordinary temperatures, 
they are very suitable substances for 
this purpose. The am m onia ice machine 
is the oue in most geueral use— iu fact, 
it finds exclusive application in this 
city. This liquefied amm onia is allowed 
to expand in coils of pipes which are 
placed in tanks filled w ith brine. 
The 
tem peratuie of the brine is thus reduced 
to a point below the freezing point of 
w ater— that is, to 14-18 degrees F. 
In this refrigerated brine are placed 
galvanized iron tanks having the shape 
of the large cukes of ice which one is 
accustomed to see in the wagons that 
pass through our city streets. 
After a 
period of 48-50 hours this can of water 
is converted into solid ice. 
The can is 
hoisted out of the brine, warmed with
